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This action is responsive to the communication filed August 20, 2004. 

The Gordon et al valve includes a guide surface. Fluid flowing through the valve 
flows over and past the guide surface. The fluid does not cavitate as it flows through. It 
is reasonable to conclude that the guide surface is "configured" to not cause cavitation 
because it doesn't cause cavitation. 

The recitation of "electrically" in the preamble has not been ignored. Wich 
teaches a fluid actuated fuel injector with a solenoid pilot valve. The solenoid is 
electrically actuated. It is reasonable to say that the fuel injector is indirectly electrically 
actuated. The fuel injectors of Gordon et al and Wich both use fluid pressure to move 
the valve against the spring, which is common to thousands of fluid actuated valves. 

The rejection is still considered to be proper and will be maintained.
